The Eagle One Collection, Part II 

Early half dollars, Bust half dollars, Buffalo nickels, and Peace dollars represent additional selections from The Eagle One 
Collection, a consignment that drew plenty of attention from collectors at our June Long Beach event. Without exception, 
the coins in this fine collection offer excellent eye appeal and quality for the grade. The early half dollars and Bust halves 
deserve close attention, with better Overton varieties including key overdates and collector-favorite die combinations. A third 
installment of The Eagle One Collection will appear in the upcoming ANA auction in August. 

The SLADGrubb Family Lincoln Collection 

Dazzling coloration and high numeric grade accompanies every Lincoln cent in this outstanding consignment from the 
SLADGrubb Family Lincoln Collection. Classic collector pieces such as a 1909-S Lincoln cent in MS66 Red PCGS (only six 
finer pieces at PCGS), and a 1909-S VDB MS65 Red with CAC endorsement are joined by a 1924 cent in MS67 Red PCGS, 
tied for finest certified, and an exquisite 1918-D cent MS65+ Red PCGS with CAC approval for its deep, original Red color. 

The Black Bay Collection 

A stunning set of proof Shield nickels comprises The Black Bay Collection. The entire offering grades PR67 Cameo or finer, 
with the exception of a single coin - the rare and in-demand 1867 Rays in PR62 NGC, Dannreuther 3, which is a challenging 
key to the proof series of keen numismatic significance for Shield nickel and type collectors. 

The Corso Collection 

Among Jefferson nickel specialists, The Corso Collection is well known at the top - or nearly so - of several PCGS Registry 
Set categories. A splendid group of Jefferson nickels represents the collection in both the Premier Session and Floor Session 
1 at Summer FUN, with additional examples in the Signature® Internet Session. Most of the nickels are proofs, including a 
Superb Gem 1939 Reverse of 1940 (Straight Steps) nickel graded PR68 PCGS, the sole finest at either service. 

The Pellegrini Collection, Part III 

Additional selections from Dr. John L. Pellegrini’s collection of proof Morgan dollars is an extension of those offered at our 
April, 2016 Central States event. Most of the coins carry the Cameo designation in the PR64 to PR66 Cameo categories, all 
with Dr. Pellegrini’s unfailing eye for quality and visual appeal. 


The Lenny Reiner Collection, Part V 

Yet another group of GSA silver dollars in their original packaging comes to Summer FUN from the Lenny Reiner hoard, now 
in its fifth consignment. A group of Carson City dollars from 1890 and 1891 lead the offering, which includes several Gem 
1881-CC dollars as well, selected for their high grade and high-end surfaces. 

Many lots from other consignors deserve special recognition - in fact, too many to mention here. A pair of Panama-Pacific 
fifty-dollar gold pieces - an octagonal fifty in MS62 NGC, and a near-Gem round fifty certified MS64 NGC (just 483 pieces 
were distributed) always draw strong bids. Two early half dimes are among the finest of their date and variety: a 1797 LM-1 
in MS64+ PCGS with CAC endorsement is the former Eliasberg coin, while a Gem LM-10 example graded MS65 PCGS 
with CAC represents the 1795 date. 

A fine, multi-coin consignment of upper-end Saint-Gaudens double eagles includes several mintmarked pieces in Gem 
or finer condition that will appeal to gold enthusiasts. For error collectors, a remarkable San Francisco Mint double strike 
half dollar is pictured on the cover of this catalog - almost never seen on a Walking Liberty half, especially with the second 
strike 75% off-center, precisely at 6 o’clock and graded MS64 NGC. Even though the date is obscured, the mintmark style 
suggests this spectacular coin was struck during World War II when the Mint struggled with its production quality. In many 
ways, it is an ultimate “strike rarity” of the series. 

If you plan to attend Summer FUN in person, we hope you will accept our open invitation to stop by the Heritage booth on 
the bourse, view the lots on-site, and stay to bid at the auction. If you are not able to attend in person, please remember that 
we accept bids through FIA.com, e-mail, U.S. mail, and fax. Real-time options for remote bidding include telephone bidding 
and online bids with HERITAGE Live!® - our proprietary, award-winning online platform.

The relative availability of the LM-10 die marriage will make 
this piece a logical, key acquisition for type collectors.

Although this piece, formerly in the Eliasberg Collection, is 
probably fifth in the Condition Census, with a pedigree well over 
a century long and incredible eye appeal, it is a coin that certainly 
carries its own credentials. 

This Choice piece with the PCGS Plus designation is a coin 
of amazing quality. The Logan-McCloskey reference mentions the 
coin as a notable specimen coming out of the Eliasberg sale, where 
it was graded MS65. The Eliasberg catalog devoted two-thirds of a 
page to the coin, describing it as: 

“Incredible Gem 1797 15 Stars. Finest Seen. The obverse 
and reverse are weak at the centers with strong peripheral 
detail. Intense frosty light silver luster with mottled pink 
and green iridescence. A few very minor abrasions are 
noted with the aid of magnification. To summarize: Wow!” 

Even though the 1797 15 Stars half dimes are the most available 
variety of the year, they are rare and arguably undervalued.

The B-2 variety was recognized by Captain John W. Haseltine 
when he compiled the Haseltine Type Table, the first attempt to 
systematically list the die varieties of early quarters, half dollars, 
and silver dollars, in October of 1881 (it seems that numismatist 
John Colvin Randall did much of the research on this project). The 
B-2 designation corresponds to Haseltine s H-l, but recent analysis 
of die evidence indicates that the B-2 was actually the second 
variety in the emission sequence. The appeal of the B-2 variety 
goes far beyond series specialists, as the B-2 and B-3 die pairings 
of 1805 quarters are among the most available of the Draped Bust, 
Heraldic Eagle motif, struck only from 1804 through 1807. The 
B-l, B-2, B-3, and B-9 of 1806 are similarly available, making those 
combinations the most desirable for legions of type collectors.

60,000 No Motto halves. A single die pair accomplished the entire 
mintage. Even in those days, collectors and dealers recognized the 
significance the missing motto. As a result, more examples of the 
issue were saved than would otherwise be expected. Still, the 1866- 
S No Motto is scarce-to-rare in Uncirculated grades and carefully 
preserved pieces command a premium. 

This example shows few distractions. The frosty surfaces are 
above average for the grade with only scattered light marks that 
require magnification to view.

Details. AU. There is no clearer evidence of the power of the silver 
lobby and the clout of western mining interests than the enactment 
of the Bland-Allison Act of 1878. Massive silver discoveries led by 
the Comstock Lode in the late 1850s infused a mountain (literally) 
of silver into the economy with the inevitable downtrend in silver 
prices as reckoned in gold. The quickest and easiest solution was to 
mint more silver dollars in preference over smaller denomination 
silver coins — far more dollars than were wanted or needed in 
commerce. Mintages of quarters and half dollars diminished to only 
token amounts. Just 12,000 halves were struck in San Francisco in 
1878, and they were hard'used in circulation. The 2009 Bill Bugert 
reference suggests only about 60 pieces survive in all grades. Far 
fewer have been offered in public sales. 

This surviving example avoided excessive wear from circulation, 
but shows a trio of scratches on the reverse — most notably, a deep 
scratch from the eagle’s head across the scroll to between S and 
O of the legend. A smaller scrape runs through the U of TRUST. 
Less'noticeable pinscratches zigzag across U of UNITED to the 
nearest leaf tip. Numerous small marks are scattered across the 
silvengray surfaces that deepen in color slightly at the margins.

Unlike the quarter dollar, Weinman’s Walking Liberty half 
dollar was coined at all three operating mints during its first year 
of production. The 1916-D had the highest mintage of the three

Although few proof dollars were issued by the 
Mint dated 1846, David Bowers reports that perhaps as many as 40 
to 60 proofs were struck. Robert Julian suspected some well-heeled 
customer simply purchased several, or extras were struck for future 
sales in upcoming years. 

The Mint was pointedly quiet about the number of proofs 
struck for each pre-1858 date. All early proof Seated dollars are 
undoubtedly rare, and most are restrikes made later than their 
stated date. Many share a “common reverse” with a defect at the 
final A of AMERICA above the right edge of the crossbar and 
on the adjacent right upright. Duncan Lee in a notable CDN 
Newsletter considered all such coins with the shared reverse to be 
restrikes. He mentions the dramatically recut date and rates the 
1846 issue as the ninth scarcest of all Seated dollar proofs. 

Somehow, the estimated mintage has not translated to the 
grading services, with PCGS and NGC combined reporting just 
25 grading events. PCGS estimates only 20 to 30 proofs survive for 
the date. Among those that do exist, PR64 seems to be the highest 
somewhat-attainable grade, with just two coins certified finer that 
the present piece by either service. 

This PR65 coin is one of the two rare, finest-known examples 
and it is apparently the second-finest proof 1846 dollar known. 
The coin is splendid, with watery-deep mirrors and vivid iridescent 
patina on both sides. Wide, square rims surround the fully struck 
surfaces.

The second in sequence and 
the lowest-mintage of three proof-only double eagle issues from 
the decade of the 1880s, the 1884 saw a proof emission of only 
71 pieces. The low-mintage double eagle issues of the 1880s — 
including the proof-only dates, 1883, 1884, and 1887, as well as the 
low-mintage issues where circulation strikes were made, such as the 
571 pieces for 1882 (along with 59 proofs) and the 751 pieces for 
1885 (along with 77 proofs) — were the result of intentionally low 
double eagle productions on the part of U.S. Treasury officials. 

The move was intended to increase the circulation of smaller- 
denomination gold coins, the eagle and half eagle, among the 
American populace, and perhaps to try to encourage future gold 
depositors to order those smaller denominations in preference to 
the double eagles. 

The production numbers, in any case, are highly misleading. 
Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth, in the second edition of their Gold 
Encyclopedia, estimate that only 15 to 20 pieces survive today of 
the proof-only 1884, or somewhere between 20% to 30% of the 
original production. This makes the 1884, unsurprisingly, the 
lowest-survival issue of the three proof-only issues. 

This near-Gem Cameo proof offers prevailing deep orange-red 
color that contrasts against lighter yellow-orange and scattered 
areas of dark brownish-orange patina near the rims; overall a piece 
that possesses excellent eye appeal.

4085 1915-S Round MS64 NGC. Robert Aitken’s designs for the 
renowned Pan-Pac fifty dollar gold commemoratives were not 
his only contribution to the San Francisco-based Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition, but they are the most remembered by 
numismatists. Aitken was also one of many notable artists of 
the period who were commissioned to design non-numismatic 
sculptures for display throughout the exposition grounds. Fiermon 
MacNeil, Adolph Weinman, and John Flanagan — all future fellow 
coin designers — were among the participating sculptors. 

Aitken’s sculptural work in particular was highly symbolic and 
powerful. One of his sculptures, The Elements: Earth, Air, Fire, and 
Water, was on display at the top of the main staircase in the Court 
of the Universe. Stella G.S. Perry, in The Sculpture and Murals 
of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition Official Handbook, 
writes of this work: “These titantic [sic], symbolic figures of the 
Elements show the sweep, precision and realism that this sculptor 
can so well combine with poetic imagery.” 

Aitken’s use of “poetic imagery” is also fully displayed on 
the round and octagonal fifty dollar gold pieces that were issued 
as souvenirs for the exposition. The obverse features Minerva, 
mythological goddess of wisdom and commerce, while the reverse 
shows an owl, Minerva’s ever-present companion and symbol of 
wisdom, upon a branch of Western pine — all classically rendered 
with a Roman numeral date. The corners on each side of the 
octagonal version depict dolphins, symbolic of the international 
waterway created by completion of the Panama Canal, while the 
round variant has the central motifs pushing the peripheral legends 
all the way to the rims. 

Each variety of the coin was given a mintage of 1,500 pieces, but 
most of these were later melted as unsold. The Pan-Pac fifties could 
be purchased in sets with other denomination commemoratives, 
but unfortunately for sales, even individual purchase of one of 
these “slugs” cost $100 — no small sum in 1915. By the end of the 
distribution period, only 645 octagonal and 483 round coins were 
sold. The round variant is understandably the scarcer of the two 
today. This example is well-preserved and eye-appealing. As with 
the Pan-Pac quarter eagle, the Pan-Pac fifties were struck with 
very faint, parallel and swirling die lines in the fields, which give 
this near-Gem its satiny golden luster.

Pacific round fifty dollar coins ended up with a smaller net 
distribution than their octagonal counterparts — more were 
melted of the round pieces, because less were sold — today, as 
apparently at their release, many numismatists and collectors 
prefer the unique octagonal design. The two are virtually identical, 
save for a slight size difference and the extra 16 dolphins in the 
eight corners around each side of the octagonals. 

The obverse portrays the Roman goddess Minerva (Greek: 
Athena), who (according to the original publications associated 
with the Panama-Pacific Exposition) is “The Goddess of Wisdom, 
Skill, Contemplation, Spinning, Weaving and of Agriculture 
and Horticulture.” Carrying forward the “wisdom” theme, the 
reverse depicts an owl, “sacred to Minerva, the accepted symbol 
of wisdom, perched upon a branch of western pine.” The dolphins 
suggested “as they encircle the central field, the uninterrupted 
water route made possible by the Panama Canal.” 

The original design of sculptor Robert I. Aitken also included a 
spider web, a feature to which Treasury Secretary William Gibbs 
McAdoo, among others, objected. Fortunately, Aitken was able to 
make a few design tweaks, including the removal of the spider web, 
mollifying McAdoo and clearing the way for production of the 
coins. 

Approval of the designs for the fifty dollar coins was widespread, 
even if few collectors could afford the outlay to actually buy an 
example. The August 1915 issue of The Numismatist comments in 
this regard: 

“Numismatics has received a new impetus by the 
government’s issue of the Panama-Pacific coins. 
Unfortunately these are put out at double face, a handicap 
which is quite serious in the case of the $50 pieces, and 
there are two of these, one round the other octagonal in 
memory of the slugs of the early settlers.” 

This 1915-S fifty dollar is a pleasing, bright example with lovely 
mint luster. The only mark of note is located on Minerva’s helmet, 
with a couple of lesser edge marks noted on the obverse. Faint slide 
marks on the cheek and in the field — common on these hefty 
commemoratives — define the grade.

The U.S. Assay Office was contractually prohibited 
from striking any coins smaller than their fifty dollar slugs in early 
1852, and all earlier private coinage firms in the region had recently 
been closed, resulting in a shortage of small denomination coinage 
in the California Territory. The San Francisco firm of Wass, Molitor 
& Co., which was primarily an assay firm, was petitioned by local 
businessmen to produce coins in five and ten dollar denominations 
on an emergency basis in 1852, to alleviate this shortage. The coins 
were struck in large numbers and were generally well-received 
because of Wass, Molitor’s reputation for integrity and reliability. 
Most of the coins were later turned in and melted for recoinage, 
after the San Francisco Mint opened in 1854. 

An extensive network of die cracks on the obverse and the wide, 
uneven date of this coin identify the very scarce K-4 variety. Little 
actual wear is evident on this well-detailed Choice AU specimen, 
but a number of minor abrasions show on both sides.

4358 1943 Lincoln Cent — Struck on a Silver Dime Planchet — 
XF40 PCGS Secure. 1943 was the year that Lincoln cents were 
struck on zinc-plated steel planchets, to reserve copper for the war 
effort. Since a 1943 cent struck on a silver dime planchet looked 
similar upon cursory inspection to a regular issue cent of that year, 
it is not surprising that this coin remained in circulation for a few 
years. Eventually, a collector noticed the proximity of WE TRUST 
and UNUM to the rim, and those legends exhibit the distortion 
associated with metal flow toward the border. The strike is well- 
centered but tight to the edge on the right of both the obverse and 
reverse, a function of the dime-sized planchet that is smaller than a 
cent by 1.1 mm. Almost certainly the planchet was intended for a 
Mercury dime. The silver-gray surfaces show moderate wear but are 
largely unblemished. Only a handful of examples are known of this 
amazing off-metal error — Mike Byers’ World’s Greatest Mint Errors 
reference suggests approximately 25 examples exist. 


1944 Cent, Struck on a Dime Planchet, XF40 


4359 1944 Lincoln Cent — Struck on a Silver Dime Planchet — 
XF40 PCGS. Though an off-metal 1944 cent on a steel 
planchet is a high dollar purchase, the identical issue on a dime 
planchet provides better value relative to rarity.

Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auctions, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctioneers & Galleries, Inc., or 
Heritage Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports Auctions, 
Inc., Currency Auctions of America, Inc., Heritage Auctions (HK) Limited, or Heritage Auctions - 
Europe Cooperatief U.A. as identified with the applicable licensing information on the title page of 
the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The Auction is conducted under these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. Announcements and corrections 
from the podium and those made through the Terms and Conditions of Auctions appearing on the 
Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyers Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid: 

• Fifteen percent (15%) on Domain Names & Intellectual Property Auction lots; 

• Seventeen and one-half percent (17.5%) on Currency, US Coin, and World & Ancient Coin Auction 
lots (the Buyers Premium is 19.5% for auctions in Hong Kong), and except for Gallery Auction lots as 
noted below;

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneers qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneers sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time 
prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any 
person from the auction. 

6. If an entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 

Credit: 

7. In order to place bids, Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either 
furnish satisfactory credit information (including two collectibles-related business references) or 
supply valid credit card information along with a social security number, well in advance of the 
Auction.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions.

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code.

Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher.

The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank.

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of 
the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder 
from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any 
other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may 
charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the amount of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may 
offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the Bidder or secure its claim against any of 
the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer.. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, 
or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable 
statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by 
Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received 
by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different 
Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. 



















Terms and Conditions of Auction 


With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 
9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including 
a 15% sellers commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with 
respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might 
otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the 
invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall 
have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by 
possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidders property in their possession.. 

31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that 
Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the 
credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyers premium and 
Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping 
costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carriers confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneers file (carriers confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; 
if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without 
Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidders selected third-party shipper. On all foreign shipments, 
any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by the Bidder following Auctioneers delivery to the 
Bidders designated common carrier or third-party shipper. 

35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange 
pick-up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no liability.
